WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(#)— 
Several house members, ignoring 
party lines, attacked the pending 
$553,000,000 naval appropriation 
bill today on the ground its pro- 
vision for two $70,000,000 battle- 
ships would plunge the United 
States into “this mad armament 
race.” 

Republicans, Democrats and Pro- 
gressives joined in the criticism, 
but leadets expressed confidence 
the bill would pass without sub- 
stantial change. : 

A Texas democrat, Representa- 
tive Maverick, led off the attack 
with an assertion the admimistra- 
tion was trying to build a great 
navy “to protéct our interests in 
the Orient where we have no busi- 
ness being.”

BY FINANCE HEADS 


Council Chairman, Comp- 
troller Urge Revision of 
Special One-Mill Tax. 


Revision by the legislature of 
the special one-mill tax levy law 
so as to provide more funds for 
relief was urged yesterday by Ed 
A. Gilliam, chairman of the fi- 


nance committee of city council, 
and B. Graham West, city comp- 
troller. 

Although the one-mill levy for 
relief brought in $348,000 last year, 
$104,400 of this amount went to 
the school department as required 
by the law. The city appropriated 
$255,000 to the Fulton county de- 
partment of public welfare, this 
sum being $11,400 over the balance 
left in the relief fund after the 
school money had been deducted, 
Comptroller West said. 

Explaining that he does not be- 
lieve the taxpayers know that part 
of this levy goes for some pur- 
pose other than relief, Gilliam said 
he would like to see the legislature 
change the provision in view of the 
fact that the welfare board needs 
more money. 

“It does not seem fair for the 
school department to take a cut 
of 30 cents out of every relief 
dollar,” Gilliam said. 

The publication of the League 
of Women Voters recently urged 
that the entire amount raised from 
the levy go to relief. West said 
the law must be changed in order 
to do this, since it now requires 
that 30 per cent go to the school 
department,

A SOUND AND BALANCED BUDGET 

"The city of Atlanta is today in the happy 
position of operating its affairs upon a cash 
basis. The long months of effort by the muni- 
cipal administration, aided by the outstanding 
businessmen of the community, has brought its 
result in a gratifying elimination of deficit fi- 
nancing and cash stringency. 

Mayor Hartsfield, in signing the budget for 
1938, which was approved by council on Mon- 
day, expressed the belief that expenditures for 
this year will be less than income. Not only is 
the city thus assured of continued solvency and 
full protection of its credit rating, but it is also 
enabled to effect large savings in operation of 
the public services. 

In the department of purchases alone, by 
achieving the cash basis, the city is enabled to 
take advantage of discounts offered for cash 
payments, and at the same time to secure lower 
basic prices because of the desirability, under 
the new basis, of municipal business for all 
supply houses. 

The advantage of cash operation, however, 
is not limited to the direct benefits, but is ex- 
tended to everyone in the city through the in- 
direct advantages. City employes, including 
school teachers, are no longer faced with the 
probability of salary payments in scrip for sev- 
eral months of each year. Thus there is an in- 
creased flow of currency from these pay en- 
velopes, to go into the tills of the city’s mer- 
chants and to provide its stimulating effect 
upon all trade, 

Mayor Hartsfield has served the city splen- 
didly in thus carrying out one of the most im- 
portant planks in his platform. Both he, and 
the members of council who have made possible 
through their co-operation the placing of the 
city’s financial affairs on a cash basis, deserve 
the commendation of every resident and in- 
terest of the city. 


THE PROBLEM OF THE RAILROADS 


It is evident that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, if it is to properly decide upon the 
general freight rate increase asked by the rail- 
roads of the country, should have the services 
of some one gifted with the power of divination. 
Only a prophet who can correctly predict the 
happenings of the future could say, with cer- 
tainty, what would be the wiser course. 

Many of the railroads are, admittedly, in 
desperate straights financially. Mandatory in- 
creases in pay scales and other equally ines- 
capable advances in cost of operation, have 
made the current earnings insufficient to meet 
expenses. This week it was announced that the 
Erie Railroad, unable to meet $10,000,000 in 
debts due before March 1, had gone into volun- 
tary bankruptcy. The Central of Georgia a few 
weeks ago was compelled to default on payment 
of its taxes. Other roads, in all sections of the 
country, are in similar situation. 

Yet it is doubtful if a mere increase in 
freight rates would ease the situation. As 
pointed out by Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
and other leaders who testified at the I. C. C. 
hearing, in all probability higher rates will 
result only in a shrinkage in volume of freight 
carried, with the ultimate result a decrease in 
revenue instead of the desired increase. 


Shippers of freight would naturally be in- 
clined to turn to water and highway trans- 
portation or other modes of shipment if rail- 
road rates are made too high. Certainly, such 
an outcome is but logically to be expected un- 
less means are found to enforce a correspond- 
ing increase in rates for competitive carriers. 

The railroads, admittedly, are in a dilemma 
and, for the sake of the millions who have in- 
vested their savings in railroad securities, for 
the sake of the millions of employes of the roads 
and for the sake of the well-being of the entire 
industrial, economic and financial structure of 
the country, some solution of the problem must 
be found. 

However, there is serious doubt if increased 
charges for the services the railroads perform 
is the solution of their problem. The I. C. C. 
is faced with an unenviable duty in making a 
wise decision in the case.

The central objectives of the association 
have always been to extend the knowledge of 
legal reserve life insurance among the general 
public, to provide better service to that public, 
to draw closer in understanding and friendship 
the companies, the agents and the policyhold- 
ers and to aid all worthy movements in their 
local communities. 

Life insurance literature, as known today, 
springs from the efforts of the association, 
starting in 1914, to create such a library, then 
completely unknown. After sponsoring several 
series of life insurance texts, after creating and 
supplying a market, the association wisely re- 
tired from activity in this field, leaving it to the 
established insurance publishing houses. 

The association has succeeded, by vigorous 
campaigns, in almost eliminating the “rebater” 
and the “twister” from insurance activity. It 
has induced 64 companies, representing 67 per 
cent of the life insurance in force and the néw 
business done, to sign agreements against part- 
time and unfit agents. The result is that today 
American life insurance is better sold than ever 
before. 

It was through the association’s financial 
and moral support that the Chartered Life Un- 
derwriter movement, now an established, in- 
dependent institution, was launched. With 
courses in insurance offéred in 143 American 
colleges and universities, it is believed the day 
is not far distant when a majority of agents 
will be able to use the designation, “Chartered 
Life Underwriter,” corresponding to the C. P. A. 
among accountants. This designation is con- 
ferred only on agents passing a rigid examina- 
tion, conducted by the American College of Life 
Underwriters, which is itself a creation of the 
association. 

The National Association of Life Underwrit- 
ers holds its membership to a code of ethics as 
lofty as those of any profession. It charges the 
life underwriter to be loyal to his work, his 
clientele, his colleagues, his company, his life 
underwriters association and his state. It is 
contributing much to the advancement of 
America, socially, economically and ethically, 
today. ; 


BETTER THAN THE AVERAGE 

Georgia, according to preliminary figures 
made public by Administrator John D. Biggers, 
of the voluntary national census on unémploy- 
ment, taken last November, has a smaller per- 
centage of jobless workers than the nation as 
a whole. The national average is 4.5 per cent, 
while for this state, 4.2 per cent are without 
work and wanting employment. 

The percentage for Fulton county is higher 
than for the state as a whole. There is a 
natural tendancy for the man or woman in 
need of work to turn to the large city, holding 
the erroneous belief that jobs are easier to find 
in the centers of business and industrial activ- 
ity. Thus the cities show a greater percentage 
of unemployed than the rural areas. 

The census report reveals that more than 
25,000 persons in this county listed themselves 
as totally unemployed. This total does not in- 
clude those engaged in emergency work, such 
as the PWA, NYA, CCC, etc. The figure appears 
high and undoubtedly includes, not only many 
who should have remained in the country but 
have drifted here in their search for work, but 
also some who listed themselves as wanting 
work although, even in the best of conditions, 
they are not normally wage earners. 

Georgia, by reason of the opportunities on 
the farms and in the smaller urban centers, 
has a lower ratio of unemployment than the 
nation as a whole. Undoubtedly, if those of 
the idle in the cities who are qualified for agri- 
cultural work, would seek the opportunities to 
be found in their home communities in the 
rural areas, the state’s unemployment record 
would be even more gratifying.

INCOME TAX PROLIXITY

_ Suggested as a writer’s project for this year 
is the income tax blank. The writer, alas, is sel- 
dom a good accountant, and the same holds true 
in reverse, but the two properly might combine 
efforts to save millions of Americans from worry 
and vexation of spirit. There are a few fiscal 
experts who understand the blanks, just as there 
are mathematicians who grasp the Einstein theo- 
ries; but experience has shown that not always 
are they in accord, even when serving in a tax 
collector's office. | 
_ Sent with the new federal blanks for indi- 
vidual returns is an “urgent notice” which uses 
250 words to say what might have been com- 
pressed into this single sentence: “If this is not 
the form you should use, check the attached card 
and mail it.” Few of us are interested in the 
methods by which the government sends its bills, 
and we are likely to scoff at the benefits of “sim- 
plicity” promised in this red-letter notice. On the 
blanks themselves there is co i verbosity, 
and to fill in the figures with absolute accuracy 
is a feat of arithmetic, bookkeeping and memory 
of which not one layman in 10,000 is capable. 
Tax gathering always has been difficult for 
government and offensive to the public, but never 
has it been more complicated and diffuse than 
in the present day. The luxury of medicine, the 
impropriety of owning a home, the fallacy of try- 
ing to earn a living for your family—these and a 
thousand other things are penalized by city, par- 
ish, state and nation, with foreign countries taking 
their toll at every opportunity. The single tax 
idea has been branded an economic impossibility,

The scheme to change the Interior Department to a Department 
of Conservation had 69 senate votes against it by a recént poll. 

The general program, allowing the President to revise the execu- 
tive structure, will be riddled with mafiy new excéptions providing 
that agencies beloved by senators will be kept sacred. 


COALITION OF FORCES In the last months, there has beén 

a remarkable coalition of forces 
against the reorganization bill—a measure which, incidentally, is 
particularly dear to the heart of the White House. The American 
Legion, which fears that the Veterans’ Bureau will be put in the 
proposed welfare department, has made a deal with the conserva- 
tionists, who tremble at the possibility of Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L. Ickes ruling the Forest Service, the Soil Conservation 
Service and the Biological Survey. 

The civil service organizations, always powerful, have joined 
the Legion and the consérvationists in the deal, to save thé Civil 
Service Commission and stavé off the complete subjection of the 
government personnel to the wishes of the President. And the 
comptroller genéral’s office has marshalled its forces with the other 


three groups. 

IN THE SENATE CORRIDORS In this last case, the New 
Deal is hoist with its own 

petard. The comptroller general’s office, wholly independent of the 

Président and responsible only to congress, never ‘had patronage to 

hand out until the New Deal came along. It was all under civil 

sérvice. 

The tremendous increase in government agencies made it neces- 
sary, however, for the comptroller general to hire 2,000 new “‘tem- 
porary” employes. These jobs have been judiciously distributed 
among the senator’s constituents, so that the opposition to abolition 
of the office will have support not only from conservatives and Re- 
publicans, but from liberals as well. 

Vice President John N. Garner has quietly joined the fight 
against reorganization and is using his influence to stimulate op- 
ponents to new efforts. The revelations of wire-tapping and other 
unpleasantnesses in the Interior Department is hurting the con- 
servation department idea. Secretary Ickes’ men are leaving no 
stone unturned to get the revelations stopped, but without success. 

Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace is lobbying against 
the conservation idea also, and doing so with the pérmission of the 
President, who regards it as one of Ickes’ private babies. Senator 
James F. Byrnes, of South Carolina, the official sponsor of the bill 
itself, is far from -enthusiastic, and Senator Harry F. Byrd, of Vir- 
ginia, has done most effective work against it. Altogether, the Pres- 
ident will be very lucky if he gets more than a few ultra-discreet 
executive secretaries. 


THE HOLDING COMPANY NOTION The genesis of the 

presidential hostility 
to all holding companies can be traced to the moment, some months 
ago, when Herman Oliphant, left-wing treasury counsel and in- 
ventor of the undistributed profits tax, became interested in bank 
holding companies. 

After a study of the problem, Oliphant concluded that bank 
holding companies, with all that they imply in terms of aggrega- 
tion of financial power, were a specific threat to the Federal De- 
posit Insurance system and a génerally unhealthy economic phe- 
nomenon. Oliphant nagged Secretary of the Treasury Henry Mor- 
, Jr. until he was in a high state of disturbance on the 
subject. 

About a month ago, Morgenthau surprised the inter-depart- 
mental banking committee, on which sit such men as Chairman 
Marriner S. Eccles, of the Federal Reserve Board, by giving a long 
lecture on the sinster possibilities of banking holding companies. 
He also nagged the President, just as Oliphant had. nagged him. 
Thus, when it became necessary to give some sort of form to the 
anti-trust crusade, the holding company idea was floating, as it 
were, on thé surface of the New Deal’s collective mind. 


PROCESSING TAXES AGAIN The processing tax, which 
everyone thought had been 
killed last year by the house ways and means committee, is due 
for a revival. At the urgent suggestion of Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace and with the approval of the President, the powerful Farm 
Bureau Federation is now at work setting the prairies afire for the 
re-imposition of procéssing levies. | 

What the Farm Bureau Federation wants is more money for 
the farmer than the $550,000,000 allowed in the budget. From 
$250,000,000 to $350,000,000 in additional farm benefits is the ob- 
jective. The agitation for processing taxes is tied up with the cry 
for more money, because thé Farm Bureau leaders have been con- 
Vinced that the money can be pried out of the treasury only if the 
taxes are re-imposed. 

Levies on wheat and cotton, lighter than the old AAA levies and 
specially calculated so that they will come out of the consumer’s, 
not the farmer’s, hide, are what the Farm Bureau is talking up. 
Other farm organizations are joining the drive, too, and the chances 
for the taxes look pretty good.

foot boys. They got their rudi- 
mentary knowing in a one-room 
or two-room schoolhouse, learned 
swimming in Goose crick, split 
kindling, pumped and carried wa- 
ter by hand and in their high 
school years sold papers, worked 
in quarries, laid paving blocks, 
mowed lawns, shoveled snow and 
coal and dragged out ashes. 

In every possible way they 
hustled to make an honest quarter 
or a dollar, always with the ambi- 
tion to become successful 6r, in a 
rich. College in 
those days was for the rich or un- 
commonly studious and dogged 
poor, and the college boy of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s own class, backed by 
rich parents, was known some- 
what contemptuously as a rah-rah 
or a Chauncey and was depicted in 
the comic papers with a big, fuzzy 
chrysanthemum in his lapel and 
= the ram, of his walking 
stick, 

Horatio Alger was the most pop- 
ular boys’ author of the time, and, 
like some of our most opulent fic- 
tion writers of today, he wrote the 
same story over and over. It was 
called “Bound ‘to Rise,” “Dick 
Mordaunt’s Career” or “Upward 
and Onward,” but it was always 
the story of the boy with the wid- 
owed mother, or no parents at all, 
who worked hard, sufferei much, 
conquered temptation, and in the 
last chapter wore a gold watch 
and chain. The hero was an in- 
sufferable little prig, and nobody 
ever tried to copy his morals, but 
his success was dream stuff and 
he was the inspiration of many 
men who are now either rich or 
quite well to do and who.got that 
way playing the game according 
to the rules which were unani- 
mously recognized and against 
heavy odds.

ing their mothers and younger 
brothers and sisters, and when at 
last they met the one and only and 
decided to get married they moved 
into a boarding house, or furnish- 
ed room, or rented a little house, 
or flat, and furnished up with in- 
stallment plan furniture ‘bought at 
extortionate rates of interest.

Ordinarily my husband sailed up 
and down the coast in the little 
schooner Half Moon and took per- 
haps one or two short cruises.”

and therefore bought a plot in 
New York and built another for 
them.

Roosevelt and 
his young wife an estate on Cam- 
pobello Island, including a house 
completely furnished even 
china, glass and linens.

But to walk in from a walk on New Year’s Day along the 
Langelinie, which is along the harbor where the ships come, 
and to have a pop-eyed Danish maid say, “‘Ameer-i-ca, she has 
call you,’’ is something else. 

Being slightly dumb about such things, the first 
thought was that something perfectly terrible had hap- 
pened. I tried to speak calmly and nonchalantly as if 
a trans-Atlantic call was an every-day occurrence. 
“America, eh,” I said to the maid. “Imagine that. | I 

wonder what she wants.”’ 

There is an American from the middle west who is staying 
here studying pigs. as 

‘“‘Maybe Miss America, the Atlantic City beauty winner, Is in 
town for a spell,” he suggested. ‘Maybe it’s her.” 

“‘Nej, nej,’”’ said the Danish maid, very excited. ‘“‘It 
is Ameer-i-ca from away over dere.’’ She pointed out 
the window in a direction which really was toward a 
Vinestue restaurant across the street. 

“Maybe Miss America is having a glass of sherry and wants 
us to join her,’’ said the man who studies pigs. 

It was, nevertheless, serious business. After all, there were 
a few thousand miles between me and Atlanta consisting of 
considerable land and water. 


IN AN HOUR AND A HALF. 

The young lady who answered in the Copenhagen office 
said to wait for a moment. Then she said that London said 
the call would require about an hour and a half. 

That wait was a long one. The stranger far away 
from home will find his imagination playing him strange 
tricks while waiting for a telephone call to cross the 
Atlantic. He worries. It was just after midnight in 
Atlanta. It was getting well into the morning in Copen- 
hagen. | 
At last the bell rang. The maid answered: ‘‘Froken Bonde’s 

pension,” she said. And then her eyes bugged again. 

‘‘Ameer-i-ca,’’ she said, handing over the telephone with a 
look of reverence. It was her’s as well as my first trans- 
Atlantic experience. 

“Just a minute,”’ said a voice. 

There were several: whirring noises. 
long days a ship had spent crossing the Atlantic. 
after a minute of whirs, ‘‘Go ahead.’ 

“Hello,” said your correspondent. é 

“Hello,” came back the voice of an old friend. “We 
were just celebrating the New Year and so we chipped 
in to call you up.” 

The voice came as clearly as if it were in the room. It was 
fantastic. As aforesaid, | am a naive person and the thought 


| thought of all the 
And then, 


‘of the voice coming from Atlanta at just after midnight to 


Copenhagen where it was 8:30 o’clock in the morning, was a bit 
too much like black magic. There | sat in an old chair in a 


‘small hallway talking to Atlanta as casually and as clearly as if 


the friends had been in the room. 
I tried to give the voice some substance and think 

of it traveling to New York from Atlanta and from 
New York to London and from London to Copenhagen 
and it was a little too much. Somewhere, in the old 
school days, I learned how fast sound traveled but it 
had been forgot. But there we sat and words zipped 
from Atlanta to Copenhagen the instant they were 
uttered and I could hear a radio going and people saying 
things to the person talking. 

And then we hung up and it was done. 

“Goot? Goot?’’ asked the maid, who wanted to know if it 
were good news. And when told it was she went skipping off 
to the kitchen to tell about the call from ‘Ameer-i-ca. There 
were two such calls during the week-end and they caused quite 
a thrill. 

Cablegrams at Christmas were exciting. But waiting for 
a trans-Atlantic call when one has never had one before is a 


decided acceleration of the emotions. 


“THOUSANDS OF YEARS FROM NOW.” 


Hans Christian Andersen, who wrote the finest fairy stories 
of all, was a Dane, born at Odense, Denmark. One of those 
stories is called ‘‘Thousands of Years From Now.” It was 
written in 1853, about 10 years before our War Between the 
States in America. And it begins: 

“Well, thousands of years from now people will 
come over the ocean on wings of steam through the air. 

. .. Thousands of years from now they will come... . 

The airship is arriving. It is overcrowded with travelers, 

for the crossing is auicker than by the sea. The electro- 

magnetic wire under the ocean has previously cabled 

the number of passengers in the aerial caravan. .. . The 

air steamer flies over the country from which Columbus 

set out, where Cortez was born and where Calderon 

wrote dramas in the melodious verse. . . . ‘There is a lot — 

to be seen in Europe,’ says the Young American, ‘and 

we have seen it in a week, so it is quite feasible, as the 

great traveler tells us in his book, “How to See Europe 

in a Week.”’”’ 

Hans Andersen, the tall, saturnine Dane, was writing a fairy 
storv but it isn’t a fairv storv after all. And it was not thou- 
sands of years after he wrote but just 84 years. The passenger 
planes have been to Europe and this next summer there will be 
a fleet of them. The electro-magnetic wire is joined with radio 
to span the earth and carry messages and voices. 

Already there is television. And there is no know- 
ing what’s next. I just hope I'll be around this earthly 
scene long enough so that if Miss Virginia marries and 
has children they will be able to laugh at the old gentle- 

man in the corner with his pipe who recalls getting a 

kick out of such a childish and simple thing as a trans- 

Atlantic telephone call. Won’t they think that’s too, 

too naive? | 

At any rate, I don’t think I'll try writing fairy stories. Hans 
Andersen wrote one 84 years ago to entertain children with an 
utterly fantastic plot. And now it’s no fairy story but a true one.

163,000 in Michigan Lose

WASHINGTON, ‘Jan. 19.—(P)— 
The tide of receding business

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Senate Investigators Point to 
Pennsylvania Stock 
Purchase. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(/)— 
Senate investigators asserted to- 
day a stock transaction between 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany and Pennroad Corporation 
in 1931 violated federal law. 

They submitted evidence to the 
senate railroad finance committee 
which, they contended, showed 
that the Clayton act, an anti-mo- 
nopoly law, was violated in Penn- 
sylvania’s purchase of Raritan 
River railroad stock from Penn- 
road, a holding company. : 

The Clayton act prohibits cer- 
tain transactions between corpo- 
rations having directors, or offi- 
cers, in common. Committee rec- 
ords showed that at the time of 
the Raritan stock sale, six of the 
eleven members on the Pennroad 
board of directors were members 
of the Pennsylvania board. 

The investigators cited a fed- 
eral court decision holding’ the 
sale of securities from one corpo- 
ration to another was a transac- 
tion coming within the scope of 


the Clayton act. 


C. B. Heiserman, who was gen- 
eral counsel for Pennsylvania at 
the time the sale was made, de- 
clined to express an opinion as to 
its legality. “It is of too mitch 
importance to justify a curbstone 
opinion,” he told the committee. 
He declared it had not occurred . 
to him that the transaction might 
violate the law.

THE WELL DRESSED WOMAN 


SHOPS WITH TYPE IN MIND. 


When we were growing up it 
wasn’t con quite respect- 
able to be sty dressed. Now 
it isn’t considered smart to be 
dressed any other way, and some 
of the leading Fifth avenue shops 
have advisors whose mission it is 
to help women select the clothes 
that do the most for them. 

“The world judges us by ap- 
pearances and makes its evalua- 
tion within the first two minutes 
of the introduction” . . . so says 
Renee Long, the gir’ from the 
midwest—Kansas City, to be ex- 
act—who is now one of the Fifth 
avenue fashion dictators on what 
to wear according to type. 

Recognition of your type is the 
first step in dressing well, Miss 
Long says, and she has classified 
the four basic types as. follows: 
Modern, sculptured, stocky and 
athletic. There are, of course, 
weight variations, but these basic 
proportions determine choice of 
fabric, the amount of color and 
large or small accessories. Stature 
is the cue to the height of your 
waistline, the size of your belt, 
the length of your jacket and skirt 
and the height of your hat.

Foreign Dishes Pleasing 
By RUTH CHAMBERS 


Does the “crowd” like to gather 
at your home, and are you puzzled 
to know what to serve to the hun- 


gry group? You want something 
easy to prepare and serve, food 
which “goes a long way” and is 
economical, yet you want fo be 
very tasty afid somewhat different 
from everyday fare. A young 
hostess I know solves this prob- 
lem by serving foreign fare, and 
giving it something of the back- 
ground of its native land. She 
has given a series of colorful sup- 
per parties, Russian, Chinese, Jap- 
anese and Swedish. The latter 
featured, of course, the well- 
known smorgasbord or buffet ar- 
ray of tasty tidbits. 
One-Dish Meals Are Easy to 
Prepare. 


But most of the foreign dishes 
adapted for this purpose are of 
the one-dish type in which meat 
and vegetables are cooked togeth- 
er. Chop suey or chow mein from 
the Chinese, Hungarian goulash, 
spaghetti dishes from the Italian, 
Sukiyaki from the Japanese, Rus- 
sian meat balls, Mexican dishes 
with their chili flavor, all these 
are easily prepared and will serve 
an indefinite number of hungry 
persons. It is easy to cook a large 
amount of these dishes, and the 
food will not be wasted if some 
of it is left over for it is good 
when reheated. 

The less expensive cuts of meat 
are used in these dishes, for the 
meat is cut in small pieces and 
the long, slow cooking makes it 
very tender. This slow cooking 
is important if the flavors are to 
be well blended. 

A Tour of the World at Home. 

A little “tour of the world” at 
home might be arranged by a 
group of hostesses, each taking one 
country. If you live in a large 
and cosmopolitan city, it will be 
easy to get distinctive foods of 
various nationalities to accompa- 
ny the main dishes, but if this 
proves difficult or impossible, the 
table decorations, linens, glass- 
ware and dishes may still give the 
right foreign accent.

‘HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


THE MEANING OF A RASH. 
To the ancient ‘tribal medicine 
mah a skin rash or eruption, even 
scabies (the itch) or that due to 
the irritation and. scratching of 
pediculosis (body lice) indicated 
evil spirit, devil or some similar 
possession, Gradually the medieval 
pestilence, disease or 
poisonous matter being “thrown 
off” was evolved from the primi- 
tive medicine man’s witchcraft. A 
century or two ago the quacks and 
nostrum mongers created a prof- 
itable business exploiting popular 
ignorance and credulity with 
methods of treatment or remedies 
which purported to “purify the 
blood.” Today millions of mo- 
rons still resort to such “blood 
purifying” treatments or remedies 
when they have any troublesome 
or unsightly skin rash. 

There are many diseases or 
morbid conditions in which the 
blood is more or less poisoned or 
at any rate surcharged with prod- 
ucts of incomplete or abnormal 
métabolism or combustion or ox- 
idation or with foreign matter 
which is more specifically poison- 
ous. Seldom, however, is there 
any skin rash or eruption evident 
in these diseases. Even the dis- 
ease which, vaguely of definite- 
ly, comes, to mind when “blood 
poisoning” is mentioned, that is, 
syphilis, although accompanied 
with a moderate (often unnoticed) 
rash in the early weeks, is gen- 
erally not characterized by any 
apparent skin rash after the dis- 
ease has deveolped into a con- 
stitutional disease and the blood is 
undeniably poisoned. 


Unless you choose to regard 
hives or acute dermatitis (ecze- 
ma) or other allergic reaction as 
evidence of “blood poisoning’— 
which is as nearly true as the 
child mind can comprehend the 
nature of allergy— it is difficult to 
find a substantial reason for the 
persisting fallacy. Nor would it 
matter that the wrong notion 
clings in the lay mind, were it 
not for the harm it does. 

In the first place the idea of 
poisons being “thrown off” or 
“eliminated” by the skin makes 
the victim more susceptible to the 
blandishments of charlatans who 
are eager to boil, bake or sweat 
the “poison” out of the simple cus- 
tomer by one means or another. 
While the simple customer is un- 
dergoing these freak baths or oth- 
er diverting ministrations the 
diagnosis and proper treatment of 
his ailment is generally neglect- 
ed, 

In the next place, the notion 
that skin rashes or eruptions or 
“breakings out” are due to im- 
pure blood or to poison in the 
blood is the cause of a good deal 
of unhappiness for young persons 
who happen to have more or less 
of the virtually physiological acne 
or blackheads and pimples of 
youth. The malicious inference 
drawn from this is that such in- 
nocent pimples are somehow an 
indication of immorality, which of 
course is cruelly false. Skin trou- 
ble is in fact no more an index 
of character than is headache or 
neuritis.

President, in Indorsement of 
Army.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—(/)— 
Presicent Roosevelt re-emphasized 
in a letter made public today 
America’s reliance for military 
protection on “patriotic citizens 
called to the colors when our 
peace and safety are threatened.” 

The letter, dated January 17 and 
addressed to Rea’: Admiral Regi- 
nald R. Belknap, commander-in- 
chief of the Military Order of the 
World War, by whom it was re- 
leased, gave no indication that the 
President contemplates any in- 
crease in the army such as he will 
recommend to congress soon for 
the navy. 

“The national defense act,” —§ 2 
President wrote, “provides that 
our small regular army shall be 
the professional nucleus for an 
expanded forc-. necessary for our 
protection ia a crisis.

“The national guard and the or- 
ganized reserve,” he continued, 
“are composed of citizen-soldiers 
who in time of peace patriotically 
devote a portion of their time to 
preparing for their country’s de- 
fense.”

The text of President Roose- 
velt’s letter follows: 

“In the present disturbed condi- 
tion of the world the observance 
of Army Day on April 6 of this 
year will serve to focus the atten- 
tion of our people on our own na- 
tional defense. The American na- 
tion is committed to peace and the 
principal reason for the existence 
of our armed forces is to guaran- 
tee our peace. 

Protection in Crisis. 

“The traditional American pol- 
icy is to maintain only a small 
regular army, and to rely in an 
emergency on patriotic citizens 
called to the colors when our 
peace and safety are threatened. 
The national defense act provides 
that our small regular army shall 
be the professional nucleus for an 
expanded force necessary for our 
protection in a crisis. The nation- 
al guard and the organized re- 
serves are composed of citizen-sol- 
diers who in time of .peace pa- 
triotically devote a portion of their 
time to preparing for their coun- 
try’s defense. 

“The army of the United States 
is one of the smallest. in the 
world. However, I am glad to note 
that its efficiency is steadily im- 
proving. I hope that the people 
will take the opportunity afforded 
by the observance of Army Day 
to learn more of their army and 
its role in the preservation of 
American peace and security.”
